Hia Statements aa to His Endeavors 
to Rob the Insurance 
Companies. 

PiriLADKLi'iiiA, Pa„ July 25.— H. H. 
HolmoB wbb visited In hia cell yestorday by 
hia counsel, W illiam A. Shoemaker. For 
two hourB or moro Holmea apoke freely of 
tho boneaand other fragments of human an- 
atomy found in hia "castlo" in Chicago. 
Aftor tho interview Mr. Shoemaker told tho 
Associated Press reporter the aubatanco of 
hia client's statements. Mr. Shoomaker 
aays : " Holmes declarod that tho tuft of 
human hair found in tho chimney could not 
have belonged to Minnio WilliamB, for the 
reason that tho chimnoy was a now ono put 
in after the girl's disappoaranoo. Ab to tho 
bonoB, ho Baid they wero not thoao of Ger- 
trude Connor, Minnio Williams or any of 
tho other persona whom he waa ohargod 
with having murdered. 

" The police simply do not know what 
they are talking about," Holmes continued, 
" when they Bay I murdered bo many per- 
sona und buried their bodiea indiscriminate- 
ly in every nook and corner 1 could find 
throughout the country. Quito a while ago 
I made a atatement to ibo Philadelphia 
authorities that they were liable to find 
human bonea in many different places all 
ovor tho oontlnent, I then frankly admit- 
ted that 1 had been engaged in an insurance 
swindle which did not pan out. One of 
those waa for a §40,000 policy and had to be 
abandoned while in an embryonic Btato be- 
cause of suspicions. 

" Tho idea was to have tho bodies of a 
weman and boy found in their homes and 
aftorwards tho oorpae of a man with a 
bullet in hia head, to mako it appear a caao 
of murder and suicide. I got bodiea from a 
graveyard to ropreaent the wife and son, 
but tho alleged husband's body had not 
yet been eocured when the insurance agents 
learned of tho scheme and the bodies had to 
be disposed of, tho boat I oould. I had 
them embalmed and put in trunka which 
wero sent to a cold storage warehouse. Bo- 
fore my preparation" oould be oomploted, 
however, tho manager of the storage houee 
notified me to take the trunka away or he 
would sell the contents. I did ao and the 
bodies wero buried in separata plaoea. 
Whero they are tho police must find out." 

Holmes ridiauled the theory that the sub- 
terranean tank found in tho Chicago estab 
lishment had been used for the secretion of 
victims' corpses, and said that ib bad served 
aa nothing more harmful than a vat for il- 
luminating oil used on the premises. Tho 
dumb waiter waa accounted for by the fact 
that dnring the World's Fair there bad 
been a restaurant on ono of the upper floors 
of this building. In the transfers of proper- 
ty between him and Minnie Williams, 
Holmea added, in wbioh he eccured the 
Fort Worth property, a note in the shape of 
a mortgage waa given by Minnie Williams 
and endorsed " Horace A. Williama," who 
was supposed to be her brother. She nover 
had a brother, however, and the endorser 
was Holmea himself. 

Deteotivo Geyer arrived here yestorday 
afternoon. He says ho is satisfied that 
Howard Pitzsl was never taken away from 
here and that Holmes, following hia plan in 
other oitieB, rented a house here in which 
he murdered the boy and burled him, prob- 
ably under it. It is upon this theory that 
he will work bore, and although be does not 
admit it he ovidently baa some Important 
information whioh he ia not yot willing to 
mako pubtio. Tho thoory of the shipment 
of the boy's body from horo in a trunk ho 
says ia not tenable, aa ho ran it down and 
found that the trunks Bhippod from hore to 
Detroit contained only tho clothing of tho 
Pltzsl girls. 

District Attornoy Graham has docisively 
aunounoed that H. H. Holmea will be tried 
in thio city for tho murder of Benjamin F. 
Pltzel in the Callow street house. In view 
of tho fact that tho district attorney has 
Bald that Holmes would bo tried wherover 
tho strongest case could bo mode out against 
him, it is bulievod that tho authorities have 
recently learnod moro important dotails of 
the crimo whioh insures tho conviction of 
tho acoused. Information as to whothcr or 
not this supposition is oorreot waa refused. 
While application for tho extradition of 
HoluieB, who is charged with tho murder of 
the two Pitzei children by the coroner's 
jury at Toronto last night, must necessarily 
bo mado to Governor Hastings, Harriaburg, 
and tho papers isauod from hia offieo, the 
question as to whethor the criminal will bo 
taken to Canada to stand hia trial for mur- 
der roBts with District-Attorney Graham. 
Holmea is a self confessed conspirator, and 
ia only waiting sentence, so it remains 
practically for Mr. Graham to say whether 
ho Bhall bo taker, across tho border or re- 
main in this city, where ho has 
long beon suspected of killing Pitzsl. Tho 
district attorney ia much ploaBod with 
the turn affairs have taken at Toronto. 
Now it is almoat certain Holmes will be 
taken to Canada to onBwer there for the 
bloody doods whioh it is confidently bo- 
liovod ho committed in Toronto last 
November. Although thero has beon somo 
talk of a requisition from the Chicago 
authorities for Holmes, no papora have yet 
beon rocoivod from tho officials thoro. If 
Holmes is sent away from this city to 
anBwor for hia deeds, tho olaim of Fort 
Worth, Toxas, whoro ho ia wanted in con- 
nootion with the forgery of bonds, really 
oomea first, aa a detainer was lodged aomo 
time ago. But the opinion here ia that ho 
will bo sent to Canada firat, whoro a oon- 
viotion seema moro certain than in Chicago 
or Philadelphia, becausa of tho direct 
nature of tho evidence Both Holmea and 
his lawyer have aaserted that they will not 
resist extradition proceedings from Canada. 

Chicago, July 25. — Holmes' oharnel 
house included now horrors to-day. Severul 
more bones and small pieces of dress goods 
wero found in this morning. Bofore the 
police had been at work an hour moro human 
bonea wore found mouldering in tho damp 
earth in tho basomont of Holmea' oharnel 
house. A shoulder blade, apparently an 
adult bone, and socket bones, which ap- 
peared to be thoso of a child, were unearth- 
ed. Tho police acorn convinced that the un- 
covered akull and bones aro tuo remains of 
Mrs. Connor and her daughter Pearl. 

Dr. Stringfiold made an examination of 
tbe bonea found In Holmes' house. He do- 
oided thoy wero those of human bodies. 



"Tho two flit bones," he said, " are pelvia 
bonea. The child must have been about 
eight years old. Tho metadorsal bone ia 
without doubt that of an adult person.' 

Moro proof was found to-day that Julia 
A. Conner Ib dead, and that she was made 
away with by H. H. Holmea. It was de- 
termined that she disappeared before June 
9. 1892 As late aa November, 1892, 
Holmea, aa shown by the letters whioh have 
boon found, was writing her parents as to 
her whereaboutB, and stating that she had 
gone to St Louis. But on June 5, 1892, he 
wroto to her brother-in-law, Ira Yantia, of 
320 Wardobo avenue, Waukoaha. Wis., giv- 
iug him a fictitious address ao to her 
whoreaboutB in St. Louia. Yantia wroto 
back to Holmea on June 9, and this letter 
was found yesterdoy. At that time Yantis 
had no suspicion that Holmoa had mado 
away with his aistor-in law and Bupposcd 
him to bo her friond. Thia letter was writ- 
ton threo weeks before tho ono in whioh J. 
L. O'Connor aocused Holmes of breaking 
faith with him. Tho latter lottora refer 
to hia duughter Poarl. From thia it would 
appear that Mra. Connor waa killed first and 
the child afterwards. 

Hamilton, July 25 — Mr. McLean, one 
of tho proprietors of tho St. Nicholas, la al- 
most positive that Holmes, Hatch, and a 
woman, possibly Miss WilliamB, stayod at 
hia hotel last September. It was an elder- 
ly man, accompanied by a young woman 
whom ho presented as his wife, arrived on 
September 27, and shortly after a man join- 
ed them who said ho was from Chicago. 
Aftor staying a few diyB at the hotel the 
elderly man left with his wife to go board- 
ing in the east ond and HolmeB left for Chi- 
cago. The old man Boon after left the olty, 
but the detectives can find no traoo of the 
young woman and It is thought she may 
have been murdered hero.

Ministers Leaving the Capital— The 
French Treaty-Marine and Fish- 
ery Department Contracts. 



Nicholas Flood Davin Married— Peni- 
tentiary Inspector Stewart 
Leaves for the West. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa,. July 25.— Hugh Sutherland, N. 
Boyd, M.P., and C. C Carliale, lately Can- 
adian agent in Newfoundland, had a talk 
with the Deputy Minister of Marine yester- 
day on the subjaot of the navigability of the 
Hudson Straits. They are anxious that 
some auitnble craft be dispatched to those 
waters in order to ascertain the exaot length 
of the season of navigation that can be de- 
pended upon. Their impression is that the 
real difficulty likely to ha encountered at 
early and late seasons is with the ice in the 
straits. As for the bay itself, they say 
there ia evidence that it may be safely navi- 
gated a month later in the year than navi- 
gation is poBBible to Montreal. Should this 
opinion prove to be oorreot it would be pos- 
sible with a railway to HudBon Boy, the 
promoters claim, to remove tho great bulk 
of tho Northwest wheat'orop before the close 
of navigation in the same year. 

Sir Maokenzle Bowell loaves to-morrow 
morning for the Northwest, to be present at 
tbe opening of the exhibition at Kegina on 
Monday. He will be accompanied by Hon. 
T. M. Daly, Mrs. Daly and Hayter Reed, 
deputy superintendent of Indian affairs. It 
is understood that when the party have 
reaohed the Pacific Coast one of the govern- 
ment steamers will bo placed at the disposal 
of Sir Maokenzle and Measra. Daly and 
Rood to enable tbem to visit several of the 
Indian reservations along the northern 
sho^ea of the Province of British Columbia. 

Aa order-in council has been paeaed, 
whioh will bo transmitted to Her Majesty's 
government with a copy of the French 
treaty bill passed at the recent session of 
parliament. Tho Imperial authorities will 
bo requested to secure the ratification of 
exchangee with France. 

A oontraot has been awarded by the Min- 
ister of Marine and Fisheries in corjuootion 
with supplies fur the lighthouse and fog 
signal aervico, It will includo six largo 
tubular boilera and aix fog horn machinea, 
with tho neceaBary boilers. Tho oontraotors 
are MeeBrs. Carriere, Laine & Co., of 
Quobeo. 

Douglaa Stewort left yeaterday on his 
official tour of ponitontiary inspection. 
From Kingston Mr. Stewart will proceed to 
Toronto and thence on to tho Paoific Coast, 
Nloholoa Flood Davin, M.P. , is married. 
Tho wedding took place privatoly at ono 
o'alook to-day. Tho bride was MiBa Lizzie 
Reld. Rev. Dr. Moore performed the cere- 
mony. There was no groomsman or brides- 
maid. Only a few of tho most Intimate 
frienda of the contracting partios wore pres- 
ent. Mr. and Mra. Davin left on tho C. P. R. 
afternoon train for their homo in Roglna, 
N.W.T.

A Vienna correspondent of the Daily 
News says that there are rumors of a revo- 
lutionary uprising in Bulgaria, with hostile 
demonstrations at Sofia and elsewhere 
against Prince Ferdinand and M. Sterloff, 
the Bulgarian peemier. 

A mixed local train, while entering the 
railroad station at Raudten, Prussian 
Silesia, to-day, dashed through tho build- 
ing. The engineer and several passengers 
were killed. The accident waa due to a 
defeotive brake. 

A dispatch from Constantinople states 
that besides the three battalions sent from 
Albania another battalion from Yanina has 
been diverted to Salonioa. A band of sixty 
Macedonians recently crossed the Servian 
frontier, but were dispersed by the Servian 
troops with heavy loss. 

A Shanghai dlspatoh says the treaty 
agreed upon between France and China to 
regulate commercial relations between the 
Chinese provinces bordering on the French 
possessions gives France the right to main- 
tain a consulate at Jing Hong ; opens Lun 
Chow, in the province of Quong Si, north 
of Lang Song and Meng Tae, to French and 
Annamlta commerce; makes Hokow an 
open port and permits France to maintain a 
consul there ; opens Shemao to commerce ; 
permits E rench citizens to settle along the 
rivers ,- the use of the rivers Loso and 
Mekong for transportation of merchandise ; 
providea for a reduotion of dutios and 
allows tho right to extend railroads and 
establish telegraph lines. 

It Ib reported that the Turkish counoil 
decided to mobilize all tbe. reserves along 
the whole seaboard of tho empire in all the 
principal towns. This measuro, entailing 
great financial sacrifices, ia only explained 
by the acute situation of affairs in several 
different spots. 

The firBt-olaaa armored cruiser Powerful, 
sistor ship to tho Terrible, was launched at 
Barrow yesterday. The now cruiser will be 
much larger and have a greater displace- 
ment than any other cruiser heretofore built 
by any nation, the Russian cruiaor Rosai, 
now in course of construction, which will 
havo a displacement of over 12,000 tons, 
probably coming sooond. 

A receiving order in bankruptcy was issu- 
ed against Oscar Wilde's property to doy by 
the Marquis of Queensberry, claiming £677 
costs in an unsuccessful action for libel.,

FITZ3IMHONS V. " COLUMBIAN." 

.lUBtlco Walkem Decides That the Trial of the 
Libel O.st) Must lie Beard In 
Vancouver. 

In the libel oaae of Fitzsimmoua va. tho 
Columbian newspaper of Westminster an 
application was made befere Mr. Justice 
Walkem by Mr. E V. Bodwell on behalf of 
plaintiff's counsel to have tho obbb tried at 
Victoria Instead of Westminster, on the 
ground), as stated In plaintiff's affidavit, 
that a fair trial at Westminster waa not 
probablo in view of the fact that tho de- 
fendant's newspaper had spoken of plaintiff 
in unmeasured terms, and from the further 
fact that the grand jury had of their own 
motion mado a presentment to the judge 
lately presiding at the assizes at Westmin- 
ster denouncing in effect the reappointment 
of tho defendant to the penitentiary. Plain- 
tiff's counsel also oppoaed the removal of iho 
trial to Vancouvor on account of its prox- 
imity to Westminster. Tho Uourt decided 
that the trial be held at Vancouver, in tho 
first place as it was highly improbable that 
thoro could bo any more prejudioo thore 
than thoro was in Victoria— if thoro waa 
any prejudice at all in either plaoe 
against tho plaintiff ; that tho jury 
to bo soleoted would bo a special 
jury, and thoroforo one above ordinary in- 
fluences ; and that it would bo impossible 
for defendants to bring down all the wit- 
noasos referrod to or even a small part of 
them without groat and undue oxponae. 
Moreover, tho counaol retained happened to 
reaide at Vancouvor and WeatmlnBter ; and 
if, aa had boon suggested, the penitentiary 
guarda wero to bo witnoaaes in tho oaBo, it 
would bo diffioult to obtain their attendance 
in Victoria, though their attendance might 
bo insured at Vancouver, whiah had tram- 
way connootion with Wostmlnstor. Besides, 
tho Interest of tho parties and tho Interest 
of the public servico has to be conBidorod. 
In view of all the circumstances, Vancou- 
ver would aoom to bo a plaoo less objection- 
able for the purposes of tho trial than olthor 
Victoria or Westminster. As to the extra 
coats whioh might be Incurred by bho re- 
moval of tho trial to Vancouvor, they would 
be beat doalb with hereafter by tho trial 
judge, who having all the evidonco before 
him oould moro readily decide whothor tho 
plaintiffs should pay them or not. Mr. Mc-

LA.BOK AT PANAMA. 

The Hallway Obstructed by Strikers and the 
Difficult; Increasing— Position 
of tho U. 8. 

Washington, July 25.— Officials of tho 
Panama railway at New York havo forward- 
ed to tho atate department a lotter concern- 
ing the labor troubloa on the Isthmus, stat- 
ing that tho railroad ia obstructed and oall- 
ing on tho department for relief. In view 
of the peouliar nature of the roetriotion of 
the operation of the Panama railroad, tho in- 
structions to the naval commander who la 
aent to the Isthmus muab bo guardodly 
framed. Ib is said that tho United States 
haa the right to maintain a free communica- 
tion on the railroad in the evont that Colom- 
bia fails to carry out her obligations to 
keep it open, and if thero Is any forolblo ob 
atruction of traffic our naval forces will un- 
doubtedly remove it. But further than 
doiug this and incidentally protecting the 
property of the railroad from destruction or 
damage, the Bailors cannot go. Thoy have 
no power to compel the strikors to operate 
the road. 

Colon, July 25. — Tho Panama railway 
brakemen have joined the strikors. The 
traoklayera and splko drivers have also 
struck. The strikors have issued a mani- 
festo in which thoy promiso to maintain a 
determined but paeifio attitude until their 
demands aro mot. Some of the West Indian 
contingent at the Panama railroad shops Bay- 
that what led to tho strike was the prevail- 
ing practice at the shops of discharging men 
who aBkod for an increase of pay which was 
exactly ono-fif th of what others got for tho 
same work.

Laurier's Lack of Dciiuitenesa 011 the 
Scbool Question— Foster's 
Maguiliceut Speech. 



Ominous Liberal Silence— Report, 
Prohibition Commission— B. 0. 
Matters Under Discussion.

•From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, July 20.— The wearisome aoision 
of 1895 Is practically over, and within a few 
hours the guns will boom from Nepean 
Point, indicating thab the last official not of 
His Excellency in connection with this ses- 
sion is at an end. Unquestionably the best 
debiting and the most interesting news has 
boon reserved until the close. Your readers 
have by this tlmo learned all about the min- 
isterial crisis arising out of the school ques- 
tion. This woek has seon that question de- 
bited on its merits. Mr. Liuner's motion 
expressing the regret of the house at tho 
failure of tho government to deal with tho 
Mmitobi Boi oil question in a manner de- 
manded by the besc interesls of tho country, 
was prefaced by a speech whioh was charac- 
terized by tho elegance of diction which one 
is accustomed to expect from the opposition 
leader, but there was again observable u 
groat laoli of dt.fi jitonees In his utterances. 
He did, however, go a little furthor on this 
occasion than ho has dono hitherto, and 
frankly avowed his wish that 

THE CATHOLIC MINORITY 

in Manitoba might bo allowod "tho privilege 
of teaching in their schools to their children 
their duties to God and to man as they un- 
derstand them, and as thoso duties are 
taught to them by their church." Mr. 
Laurlcr (ran somewhat optimistic in bis view 
of the prospecte of the Liberal party, and 
intimated that when tho timo camo the 
Liberal party would endoavor to solvo this 
problem on lines that would be found fair, 
fquitablo and satisfactory to the minority — 
ou the broad lines of equal rights and justice 
underlying our constitution. 

Tho onus of defending tho government fell 
upon Mr. Foster, whose Bpoech was fully 
equal to anything that had over been pre- 
viously heard from him within the walls of 
parliament. Tho Finance Minister left no 
joint in Mr. Laurier's armor unpieroed. 
Step by Btep he outlined the coureo of the 
government upon this question, then he 
proceedod with the opposition leader and 
the opposition policy, and concluded one of 
the striking doliverances o( this parliament 
by leaving tho question of government policy 
on this question to bo judged by the couu- 
try. Tho day following ( L'uetd^y ). Mr. Mc- 
Carthy presented hia moti"" of want of con- 
fidence, declaring that the houso could 
not assent to mo policy ot 

REMEDIAL LEGISLATION 

which the government has adopted. So 
groat was the desire of members to put 
themselves on record on this question that 
the discussion had to go over until the fol- 
lowing day. There had been rumors during 
the first day that an effort would he made 
to prevenb Mr. MoCarlhy from seouting a 
division. The loader of the third purty was 
given fair warning, and it appears that now 
he haB only himself to blamB for the inglori- 
ous ending to his attack. Under the ruleB 
of the house five members must rise In their 
places when a division is required, Mr. 
MoCarthy allowed tho two or three Con- 
servatives who were going to vote with him 
to geb scattered through tho building— in 
the restaurant or the different writing 
rooms. The result was that when Mr, 
Speaker pub the queBtion Mr. McCarthy 
had nob the requisite numbor present in the 
chamber to secure the official record of the 
views of the house. From a newspaper 
standpoint it was rogrottable that a divis- 
ion was nob taken, ae it would have shown 
exaobly where mombera Bbood. Ib was be- 
cause some feared suoh a fiasco as actually 
occurred thab they took the opportunity of 
speaking on the question. The most out- 
spoken of the Conservative members was 
Mr. Craig, who frankly avowed himself an 
adveoate of the complete severance of church 
and state, opposed to separate schools, and 
in fact aatrong believer in secular oducation. 
MEMBER AFTER MEMBER 

on the Conservative side oxpresaed thorn- 
selves, but there was a significant silence on 
the opposition benchea. Ib was broken only 
at the last momont by Mr. Laurler, who de- 
plored the proBpect of dividing the political 
camps into Catholic and ProteBtant, and 
said for this reason, If it came to a division, 
ho must vote against Mr. McCurt hy's mo- 
tion. This, however, was not tho last of iho 
question. Ib came up again on Thursday 
as an outcomo of the speech of Mr Wallace, 
the controller of customa. The Controller 
ocoupiea an anomalous poaition. Although 
a membor of tho govurnniont he is not in 
harmouy wibh tho government's policy on 
tho school question. There are many Con- 
servatives who hold the view that Mr. Wal- 
laco womld have adopted a more consistent 
course had he withdrawn from tho govern- 
ment when they definitely announced their 
intention to push Remedial Legislation 
next session, provided a settlement 
with Manitoba had not bocn mide in the 
meantime. Tho peculiarity of Mr. Wallaoo'a 
position afforded a graud opportunity to tho 
opposition on Thursday. Constitutional 
authoritiea like Mr. Mills and Sir Rlohard 
Cartwrish' hidd that. Mr. Wallace is bound 
to gel ont of tho miniitry now. It is note- 
worthy, tiowevur, i hat they failed to Ditt- 
any procrdentn from English or Canadian 
hiatory lo juitify this oo ltention, while on 
tho othor hand Mr. Davln showed from 
English practice that It wua quite possible 
for a subordinate minister to exprees him- 
self 08 oppOBod to a certain moaauro of gov 
eminent policy, aa Mr. Wallace had done, 
and to retain hia position in tho government 
until such timo as legislation were intro- 
duced upon the particular question with 
whioh ho diffored from hia colleague?. 
Sir Charles Tuppor accepted this viow 
bub added that, of course, Mr. Wallace 
would havo to atop out should legislation of 
a refuodial cbaraoter bo iutroduoed by tho 
government and ho not be prepared to sup- 
port it. The tlif.ouBsion was an interesting 
one bub did not load to any division Thus, 
until January next, parliament Vr-s Been the 
last of tho Manitoba Bchool quoBtion, al- 
though it is a certainty that tho queBtion 
will bo vigorously discussed in the country 
during tho reaoBB. 

The session just dosing has not been re- 
markable for any atrikii g legislation. Thcro 
haB boon tho usual quantity of private billa, 
and the government havo pub through some 
uaoful moasnroa which are oaloulatod to 
faollitato tho working of tho goncral Btatute 
law of tho country.

162 ot a 
gallon, and this decreased to .097 in 1893. 
The use of beer has nearly doubled, 
Canadian throats on an average wore moist- 
ened in 1871 by one gallon ond .979 of a 
gallon of boor; twenty-throo yeara later the 
average per throat was throo gallons and 
.598 of a gallon. To-day British Colum- 
biana oonsumo por head morebeer, wine and 
spirits than tho people of any other prov- 
ince in tho Dominion. Tho liquor con- 
eumod by tho whole Dominion is estimated 
at 21,076,749 gallons per annum, ooBting 
about 515,030,004.

Of equal interest to another class of Brit 
iBh Columbians waB the speeoh delivered in 
the Commons yesterday by Col. Prior in ad 
vocaay of the claims of British Columbia to 
representation in tho oabinot. Col. Prior, 
who has frequently spoken in tho houso this 
session, has the oourage of hia conviotlone, 
He ipoke clearly and strongly, making out 
a splendid case on behalf of bho Paolfio prov 
ince. The discussion which followed waB i 
good-humored one, and although for a year 
or bwo the objeot which British Columbians 
are looking forward bo may nob be attained, 
yet the discussion iteelf la bound to do some 
good. 

Both Mr, Corbonld and Mr. HaBlam were 
in evidence yestorday in discussions in the 
house. The British Columbia members, 
wibhoub making a nuisance cf themselves aa 
some members on the opposition side do, 
can yet render good service to their province 
In participating In the disoussione from time 
to time.

A HINDERER, NOT A HELPER. 

Our oontemporary, tho Times, publiahes 
an extraot from Mr. Liurier's great speech 
on his pointleaa resolution on the Manitoba 
Sohool QuestioD, which it thicks we will 
not be ready to roproduoe. vVo give it 
insertion with the greatest pleasure, as it is 
an almost perfect specimen of Mr. Laurior'a 
style of aaylng nothing to tbe purpose and 
making a great fuss about It. Here is the 
passage. It will woll repay the moat care- 
ful perusal : 

" Something must bo done, and done at 
once, because this policy of delay, this 
policy of vacillation, la nob only paralyzing, 
bat it ia fast disintegrating che national 
life— (oheere)— fast disintegrating the na- 
tional life, I say, because It is arraying 
creed against oreed and race against raoe. 
Something must be done, and done ab once. 
What should be done 1 I have no hesita- 
tion, for my part, horo speaking my own 
personal sentiment, to say that I do desire 
and do wiBh that the minority in Manitoba 
may be allowed the privilege of teaohing in 
those schools to their ohildron their duii< g 
to God and to man as they understand their 
duties, as their duties aro taught to them by 
their church. That is my wish. Bub I do 
say that if that object is to be reatored It ia 
nob to be restored by imporious dictation 
nor by administrative coercion." 

The reudor will atudy this passage a long 
while before ho cm find in it on ciprosaion 
of Mr. Laurior'a own opinion of what ought 
to bo done or the remotest hint of his inten- 
tions. What would, wo ask, be thought of 
the citizen who when his neighbor's houee 
was on fire would act as Mr. Laurior haB 
acted throughout the wholo of this Mani- 
toba Sohool agitation— if ho kept on danc- 
ing about and Bhouting, " Something mast 
be done and done at once. The firemen are 
too alow. Did you ever aee 
auoh a dawdling lot 1 The house will be 
burnt down in a little while and poor Smith 
will be a ruined man. Mako haste, for 
Hoaven'a aake. I am dying with anxiety." 
Yet, whilo shouting himati! f hoarse urging 
the firemen to do what thoy oould to ex- 
tinguish the llimea, the excited and solicit- 
ous oitizen novor raised a hand to assist the 
firomen in any ■reay. No; only that, but, 
when tho Chief was giving his directions to 
his meo, ho did his vory best to con- 
vince them that tho man was a fool and did 
not understand his business. If, not content 
with making Iittlo of tho Chief and 
tryiDg to undormino his authority, ho should 
slyly trip up tho firemen and throw dirt in 
the ongino in order to prevent ita working 
effootivoly what would bo thought of hU 
oarnestnesa and his solicitude for tho pre- 
servation of his proporty ? 

This ia vory muoh tho way in which Mr. 
Laurier has octod in the Manitoba school 
buainoas. There lias been no ond to his 
chattering. But ho ha? nob only nob helped 
the firemon in tho least, but ho haa done 
what ho could to make their offortB to ex- 
tinguish tho firo ineffective. 

LOOKING FORWARD. 

Poople are already trying to foresee what 
will be tho roaulb of the aweoping victory of 
tho ConBorvativoa of Groat Britain on the 
foroign policy of tho nation and, by conse- 
quence, on tho oondition of Europe. Ib is 
said that tho Tories' havo always boon in 
favor of a bold and an enorgotic foreign 
polioy. Tho poaoo-at-any-prioo polioy of 
tho Llbtlo EnglandorB haa boon their abom 
iaatiou' It ia thought that Salisbury's Gov 
ernmont, well baokod up by the pooplo aa ib 
no doubt will bo, will not bo disposed to re- 
gard with timid acquiescence any unduo ex- 
orcise of Russian Influence over China, 
woakoned and humbled as ib has been 
by the drubbing it has received 
from Japan. Muttoringa have already been 
hoard disapproving of tho interference of 
Russia in tho peace negotiations bobwoen 
China and Japan. It is suspooted that 
Russia has not been altogether disinterested 



in preventing Japan from roapingall the fruits 
of its victories and that it haa had an eye 
to ita own interests in trying to prevent tho 
development of Japan iuto a strong naval 
and military power. Fault has beon found 
with the lato Govornmonb in keeping so far 
aloof when the late peace nogotiationa were 
going on. If Japin should take ib into t 
head before lb la too laic to resist Russia's 
interference in favor of China, it ia won- 
dorod what wou.d be Groat Britain's atti- 
tude. 

Thoro have been signs that the 
Trlplo Alliunco wa8 weakening, that 
Gormany showed an inclination of bo- 
ooming better friends with Ruaaia and 
leaving Italy to shift for itsolf. It ia aaid, 
too, that tho Emperor of Germany waB not 
too well pleased ab Salisbury's caution in 
nob joiniDg the alliance thab had been 
formed and making it a quadruple instead 
of a triple alliance. The quostion now Ib 
with some, will the Salisbury Ministry con- 
tinue its cautious attitude, or will it openly 
join Germany, Austria and Italy in keeping 
both Russia and Franco In check, ond thuB 
inBuro tho peace of Europe? The attitude 
of Franco towards England haB nob of late 
beon too friendly. Will Groat Britain, in 
ordor to be preparod for any contingency, 
strengthen itself by joining the allianoo V 
Tho British have always been auapicioua of 
Russia, and thoy may conclude that tho 
Indications warrant them in being propared 
for any action tho Cz^r may take eithor in 
tho East or tho West. 

Then, what about Armenia and tbe un- 
speakable Turk '.' Will Lord Salisbury re 
main inaotivo or will he take measures to 
prevent the recurronco of the outrages 
whioh havo shocked tho civilized world '! 
Tho Sultan, in tho faoo of tbe protests from 
tho Powers, has taken matters very coolly. 
It la even aaid that ho haa treated them with 
a sort of veiled inaolcnoo and in a quiet way 
as muoh as told them to mind their own bus 
ineBB. Will Lord Salisbury's Government 
give the Sultan to know that Groat Britain 
will stand no trifling in tho Armenian buei- 
ncsB, but that he must tako atops, and that 
immediately, to effect each administrative 
reforms in that country as will make 
such opproBBion, injustice and bloodahod 
aa wero infliotod upon tho unfortunato poople 
(or the future impossible 1 Suoh action on 
bho part of tho Conservative Government 
will no doubb greatly incroasa their popu- 
larity, but whother or not it can be offeoted 
without bringing on u European crisis it is 
Btill very difficult to say. 

Tho impression aooma to bo that the Con- 
servative Government In its relations with 
foreign countries will pursub a course which 
will be consistent with the dignity of the 
British nation and which will increase ita 
Influence in all parts of tho world. 

IS IT FRIENDLY.' 

The Govornmonb of the United States haB 
of lato been trying to obtain topographical 
information with respeob to Canada which 
may bo useful to it in oase of war. It has 
not been vory successful in its attemptB. 
Tola is what the New York Commercial 
Advertiaer aaya about tho aucceas that the 
Government has met in "apying on neigh- 
bors : " 

The Government at Washington haa made 
two failuroa in -a elTorb to gain information 
of " tho topographical and geographical 
situation in Canada," bub ia determined to 
keep at it until all information that could 
be used for military purposes in evont of 
trouble with England shall bo acquired. 
The firat army olficer detailed to gather the 
information waa ao olatod over the honor 
that ho could nob keep tho fact of his mis- 
sion secret, and he waa requested to leave 
Canada. Tho second ollicer had frionds who 
Bpoko of it and he was oxoludod. The third 
will go in tho dross of a private citizsn. 

This would aeom to bo about the easiest 
information for a wide-awake man to pick 
up, espeoi»lly in Canada, where military 
socreta are not guarded with anything like 
bho rigor of Europe. Thore are any num- 
ber of men who would undortako the con- 
tract with a cortainty of auoceaa. There aro 
road maps of Canada, Isauod by publishers 
in tho States, which contain tho most minute 
information concerning tho physical char- 
acteristics of every section, and a eociablo 
\initor could make himself ploasanl in the 
eyes of military officcra in tho Dominion. 

It doesn't Boem neighborly and friendly lo 
send a man over tho line to spy on all tho 
(binge, and especially tho military doingB, 
of tho Canadians, This, however, has bu- 
oomo an eatabliBlied thing in Europe ever 
sinco the war uotween Germany and Franco. 
Aftor tho humiliation of Franco, Edmund 
Schorer, tho essayist, wrote a history of tho 
dayB precodlng tho war, In ortior to show 
that whilo Germany had acquired all neces- 
sary information aboub tho French, tho 
latter were densoly Ignorant of everything 
German. It was said that tho German 
generals really know moro than tho Fronoh 
generals about the roeourcos of the Fronoh 
und tho location and armament of overy port 
and tho condition of every French battalion 
France waB without the least suspicion of 
tho tromondoua military activity of Gor- 
many. 

Tho AdvortiBer does not think there ie 
much to botgained in following tho example 
of European nations in this matter. It ovi 
dently does nob considor it altogothor friend 
ly or honorable for Unole Sam to spy on tho 
business of his neighbors, and that, too, 
with an unfriondly intention. It vory por- 
tlneutly aBkB : "But why should Uncle 
Sam import a Europoan custom ? Whose 
business la ib what sort of defencoa Canada 
haB? Whab affair of ours ia Canada any 
how 2 War with England 1 Fudgo ! " 

ELECTION RO WS. 

Wo aoo that American nowBpapera are 
pointing to tho ovidoncoa of partiaan bittor- 
neeo in England to allow that tho British in 
tholr way of conducting elections are not 
Buperior to tho Amorioana. " We havo 
uovor known," saya the Now York Commer 
oial Advertiaer, " Anything so disgraceful 
as tho attack on Sir William Haroourt, ex 
Chancollor of tho Exchequer, and bis wifo 
ab Derby by a large mob of political ono- 
mloH, who not ^ul> hurled epithots of the 
most brutal aharaotor, but olao turf and 
vegetables, covering tho party with filth 
Suoh an aasault would bo enough 
to defeat tho party to which tho 



ruffians Bhould belong ia thia country." 
Thia instance of mob violence, and others 
of whioh wo road, it is most likely, wero 
committer; by a fow ignorant and low-lived 
peraons such aB are to be found In overy 
community, and whom it ia simply impos- 
sible alwaya to keep under reetraint. Theae 
ou'burata of tho excited rabble are certainly 
moBt disgraceful and should not bo per- 
mitted to take placa ; but ib is manifestly 
unfair to judge the wholo British elootorute 
by such brutal excesses. Ib ia, notwith- 
standing these outrages, undeniahlo that 
political diBcuasion la more moderate 
and political action freer, even in 
the heat of an election campaign, 
in Great Britain and in British couutrltB 
gonoral'y, than in tho United Statea. Turf 
and vegetables, even if thoy aro In a rather 
advanced slugo of decomposition, are leas 
dangorous miBellea than the contenta of 
Bhotguna by which wo have heard thab 
oleotlons havo before now been regulated in 
some parts cf tho Union. And we do not 
romember to hnve heard that tho party in 
whoso favor tho aforesaid ahotguna wero 
uaod aa instruments of intimidation Buffered 
seriously from tho indignation of tho olect 
orate generally. Of course law-abiding and 
wall disposed citizens disapproved of their 
U80 and oondomned without qualification 
thoso who resorted to violence of any kind 
during tho progress of tho olection. But we 
hoard of oltizona who considered thomaelvcB 
rospectablo and who possosBod the 
avorago amount of civic virtue justifying 
the use ol firearms to koop eleotors whom 
they considered unfit to exeroiso tho fran- 
chise from tho polls. Election rio'.s, too, 
ore nob unknown in tho United Statos, 
noithor aro various other forms of intim 
idation, besides itho vory effoctivo ore wo 
have mentioned. The truth is that neither 
tho Americana nor tho Britiah aro wise in 
assuming the attitude of tho phariseo In this 
mattor of conducting elections. There is no 
doubt a great dool of room for improvement 
both in Groat Britain and the Unitod Statos 
in this matter. And, to toll tho truth, wo 
have not in this Dominion of Canada quite 
arrived ab perfection in tho way in whioh 
we conduct our elections. What ia needed 
In all countries Ib more political enlighten- 
ment and a greater dogroo among tho people 
of political toloration. 

UNITED STATES INDIANS. 

Tho U. S. conauB ahowa that the Indians 
within its territory are rapidly diminishing. 
The total Indian population, exclusive of 
thab of Alaska, Is estimated at 248,25.'!. In 
LS29, before the annoxatSon of Texas and 
New Mexico, the Indian population was 
reokoned to be about 400,000. In 1855 tho 
best authorities considered that there were 
within tho bounds of tbe Union 350,000. 
In 1871 it waa estimated that tho number, 
owing to the addition of now territory, had 
not diminished. Wo seo that in 1895 
tho cenana chow the Indian population to be 
248,253. Hore we have a loas of 100 000 in 
twenty-four years. The diminution has 
not beon uniform. Some tribes have 
greatly losBoned in numbora. Others have 
held their own, while in some thero has 
boon a peroeptiblo increaBe. In 1871 tho 
number of Indiana on Unitod States reserva- 
tions was 237,478. This yoar tho numbor 
on reservations ia 133,417. It ia said that 
thia reduction la largely duo to the purchase 
and oponlng up of the reservation lands by 
the Government. All the Indians on the 
reservations aro not self-supporting. The 
Government etill continues to issue supplies 
to the greater number of them, and not a 
few live on the proceeds of tho sale of pine 
on tho landa belonging to the tribes. On 
the whole the condition of the aboriginal 
trihoa in the United Statea doea not appear 
to bo very hopeful.

FOUNDRY FIEE. 

Point Ellice Ironworks Company's Building 
Burned Last Evening. 

Tho Point Ellico Ironworks foundry waa 
oomplotoly guttod by fire last evening and 
only tho charred shell of the building now 
remains. Shortly after 7 o'clock tho firemon 
reoeivod a te'ephone message simultaneously 
with a box alarm notifying thorn of the con- 
flagration, and although all posaible haato 
waa made to tho sceno, tho building waa 
apparently doomed when they arrived thore. 
To koop tho blaze from apreading to the 
mills and buildings near by waa therefore 
tho groat objaat to be accomplished. A 
atroam from the hydrant wua plying on the 
fire when the men arrived, but it waa not 
very effective oa the ho8o In use was short. 
Tho firemen ran their fiist line cf hose 
from tho corner of Henry and Turner 
streets where a hydrant had just boon 
placod. Another line, 1,200 feet long, was 
Btrotahed from tho corner of Bridgo and 
John Btroots, and this was used principally 
to protect the surrounding buildings, among 
them a boat house twenty or thirty feet 
away, which had caught firo. To got at 
this boat house tho firemen had to wade 
through water more than knoo deep. The 
firo on the boat houBe, though it had gained 
some headway, wbb oasily extinguished, and 
tho damage will nob exceed $10. In 
the foundry was a stock of mouldings, 
castings, etc., to the value of probably 
$2,500, und these constitute the chief loss. 
A small boiler and onglno and othor 
machinery wore also in the building, but 
they aro not supposed to bo badly injured. 
Tho building itsolf, which was a framo 
atructuro ono and a naif storeys high, prob 
ably 70 feet long by 40 wide, and situated 
immediately on tho water front, was worth 
about $600, tho total lnas being roughly 
estimated at under $.'1,500. E. Baynes it 
Co., who worked tho foundry, had consider- 
able work ahead, having onntraots for the 
iron work on tho now poBtoflioo building and 
for tho oity watorworka. In order 
that theoe worka should not bo delayed 
thoy will ab onoo omploy a largo force of 
mon to rornovo bho rubbiBh caused by tho 
fire to make way for tho rebuilding of the 
foundry. Tho firm atato that they oxpoot 
to resumo rogular work iu about ten diys. 
On tho foundry building thoro waa $500 in 
auruncoin tho Guardian company of which 
Turner, Booton it Co. aro tho local agonta. 
Tho atook of tho establishment was insured 
for $1,000 in tho Phonix of Brooklyn. 

Boforo tho firo was wall undor control con- 
siderable excitomonb prevailed within a 
stonea throw of tho foundry, Loo & SonB 
plaining mill and offices, Alloy & Grey's sash 
and door fuotory, and D, F. Adams' largo 
mill aro situated, and aome of tho buildings 
were not thirty feot apart. Besides tho 
foundry, howovor, nothing exoopt tho boat- 
house was injured.

The newest colors found in tho sam- 
ples of tho goods to bo worn this fall 
and winter ;ire very ricli, but as a gen- 
eral rule uro not as (lark as wo usually 
expect to soo lato season stuffs. Tho 
grays aro out in force, and from tho pale 
and delicate French gray to tho dark 
stone tho list of gradations is long. 
Gray is one of tho most elegant colors 
one can wear, and from youth to old ago 
it is always suitable.

There i.-'ipiiie a li.--t uf rich 
warm colors, among them being a pecul- 
iar dark bluish green called the eu- 
calyptus. Garnet is shown in many 
weaves and fabrics. Cornflower bluo 
will bo seen in every window by tho 
1st of September in all sorts of rich 
woolen goods, which are nearly all to bo 
tufted, frise or curled, or have hairy 
surfaces of some kind. Golden bronzo 
cushnioro and camel's hair with stray 
hairs of a lighter tint thrown to tho sur- 
face will be very rich and handsome. 
Cocoanut and chocolate brown are two 
handsome new wools with boucle of- 
fects. Raisin color is a deep, dark frosty 
prune color, and this is embellished 
with carreaux of boucle lines. Mixed 
colors both in heather and cheviots show 
all the new shades and colorings, and 
nearly everything shows some one or tho 
other of the fuzzy effects. There is no 
denying that these curled hair goods aro 
very handsome and warm looking. Snow- 
flake flecks of white wool on gray are 
beautiful, and, in fact, so is all that 
kind of material, and if is quite as cozy 
and pretty for wee toddlers as for their 
mothers. 

There is naturally now no demand for 
such materials; still every lady likes to 
know what i-' coming. Ladies in their 
dainty soft silk and cool lawn may stand 
in their blooming gardens and discuss 
the fall outlook, and so far everyone 
appears delighted to know that the tuft- 
ed wools and boucle stuffs aro to com- 
fort us again. 

Garden and afternoon gowns for mid- 
summer ought to bo tho theme of the 
rest of this letter, for summer really is 
scarcely hero yet. One lady was beauti- 
ful in a maize challie, figured with pur- 
ple flowers, with 0110 small green loaf 
and a stem. The skirt had a narrow 
bias rufllo at the bottom cut between 
tho flowers so as to leave tho rufllo plain. 
Tho sleeves were low, but largo elbow 
puffs, with a fitted yoke of white lace, 
formed caps at the shoulders. Tho 
waist consisted of one breadth of challie 
draped up to tho tops of tho shoulders 
and there fastened with an upstanding 
bow on each. A sash of tho sumo kind 
and width of purple grosgrain ribbon 
gavo it the finishing touch. 

Just now the liking for mohair and 
brilliantino is very great, and it certain- 
ly justifies the sentiment.

The whole effect of this 
costume was highly chic. 

But one does not want to be stylish 
always. It is a great comfort to be ublu 
to sit down with a comfortable and looso 
negligee which is still dainty enough 
to stand inspection in caso some friend 
unexpectedly drops in. There is a mod- 
el of such a garment in a palo bluo 
china silk looso sack, bolted in with 
bluo ribbon and simply hominod around 
tho bottom. Tho slcoves aro looso bishop 
with a cream colored mule at tho bot- 
toms. There is a diamond shaped collar, 
bordered with laco and finished with a 
bow of ribbon. Tho collar is luado stiff 



and is of white satin. It is removable, 
however, so that tho wearer can lie down 
if she so desires without injuring her 
collar or her own comfort. 

A tea jacket was shown me that I 
.think worthy of a detailed description. 
This is made of silver gray and pink 
satin brocade, the jacket boing cut on 
plain lines and open down tho frout, 
where it falls away to show a vest of 
ivory satin.

Tho seams in the back 
flare but little. Worn over a plain skirt, 
of some dark stuff this would bo very 
elegant and dressy. 

Speaking of dressy garments, I must 
not omit to mention a now bicycle suit 
worn yesterday. There were neat black 
kid shoes and above them were laced 
leggings fitting like a stocking. These 
were made of light drab tweed. Tho 
trousers were not too full and they buc- 
kled around the knee, Abovo these was 
a short skirt made with as extreme care 
as if it was a regulation godot.

A Pyramid Cushion. 

To make a pyramid pincushion re- 
quires velvet and silk either in contrast- 
ing colors or in ranging shades of tho 
same, as you may prefer. Each section is 
a pyramid, and thoro aro 12 in all 





When joined and put together, they 
make a most attractive ball to hang at 
the sido of tho dressing table or upon 
tho wall. 

For each section cut two pieces of 
satin and one of velvet in tho shapes the 
diagrams show, and let tho velvet piece 
measure 4 inches from a to b, and the 
satin pieces '2}., from c to d and o to e. 
.loin the two satin pieces along the 
straight lines and insert tho velvet be- 
tween tho curved edges; then stuff into 
perfect shape with bits of lamb's wool. 

When the entire dozen are finished, 
make three groups of four each — that is, 
join the points of four sections together, 
as tho drawing indicates, and at tho 
point, of union sew fast a ribbon bow. 
Adjust the four groups so that tho points 
meet and all together form a ball. At 
each point of meeting sew the points 
fast and cover with a bow. Attach a rib- 
bon loop, and tho cushion will be com- 
plete. 

Tho model from which the drawing is 
made has pi us stuck along each of the 
sewed seams, and as they are of the big 
headed sort and of different colors they 
add to the general effect at the same 
time that they make the cushion more 
complete. Each of the pyramids is, in 
fact, a cushion ia itself, ;unl if well 
stuffed tho 12 together afford ample 
storage place for pins. Lamb's wool 
when shredded is the best filling of all, 
as bran is difficult to get into shape, 
and hair is apt to resist the point of the 
pin. Tho essential to success ia the thor- 
ough stuffing of each section, and it is 
important to start aright.

It has recently transpired that Miss 
Emma Brooke, an English woman, is 
tho author of "The Superfluous Wom- 
an. " Sho was roared in an old English 
village After leaving Cambridge sho 
became well known as the editor of the 
Anarchist paper, Freedom.

By the autumn 
of that year sho had founded tho club 
which was afterward named the Hamp- 
stoad Historic club, and Miss Brooko was 
mado secretary of it. — Sketch.

London, July 25. — Referring to tho state- 
ment oablod from Now York that Brazil 
bas formally protested against Great 
Britain's claim to the Island of Trinidad, 
persons in authority questioned on tho sub- 
ject by tho rcpreBontativo of the Asaooiated 
Press say that tho British title to that island 
dateB from tho year 1700, when possession 
was taken of it without any objection on tho 
p*rt of Portugal. Ib was added that hitherto 
Brazil has nob advanced any olaim to the 
Island of Trinidud, bub I ho British govern- 
ment is roady to discues in a friendly spirit 
any representations which Brazil muy wish 
to inako on tho tubjoct. 

BlO JANEIRO, July "25 — There is growing 
eioltement in this city ovor tho occupation 
of the Island of Trinidad by tho English. 
The government has dispatched two notos 
to tho British legation of emphatic pro- 
test, quoting tho British admiralty law of 
17H2, by virtuo t> ( which Trinidad was 
evacuated 1 >y tho English and restored to 
Portugal. 

Tho Brazilian Island of Trinidad should 
not be confounded with tho British island 
of Trinidad, off the ooosb of Venezuela, 
whonoo tho bitumen comes. Tho Brazilian 
Trinidad is situated in tho South Atlantic 
ocean In latitude 20 dogreeB 30 minutoB 
south and longitude 29 degreos 22 minutes 
west. It is 700 miloB from the coast of Bra- 
zil, which ib tho point of land neareHt to it. 
Ib oontuinB about Birty iquare miles of ter- 
ritory. 1 1 is uninhabited, bub Baron Har- 
den Hickey, a Fronuh journalist, who mar- 
ried Anna H. Flagler, daugntor of tho 
Standard Oil millionaire, John H. Flagler, 
has for yoars been workiDg on a sohemo to 
olonize it. In 1S8S Biron Hardon-Hickey 
dooidod to take a trip arcuad tho world in a 
sailing vessel. So ho took passage on the 
merchant ship Astoria, Clapt. Jackson, 
which sailed frnm England, bound westward 
around Cape Horn. The Astoria was driven 
by stress of weather to the island of Trini- 
dad, where ib remained for soveral days. 
Baron Harden Hickcy went ashore and ex- 
plored tho island. It was then that ho con- 
ceivt d tho idea of planting a colony upon ib. 
He allowed the idea to gro.v and mellow in 
his mind. He kept on his journey around 
the world, visited Chins, India and other 
Asiatic countries, and finally camo back to 
tho United States and married Mies Flag- 
ler. In an Interview the baroa said : 

"I propose to tuko possession of the 
Island of Trinidad under a maxim of intor- 
nUional law which deolareB that anybody 
may hold and soizs waste land that is not 
claimed by anybody olso. The island is un- 
inhabited and has been so for more than a 
hundred years. Two or three centuries ago 
tho Portuguese attempted to colonize It, 
probably by a penal colony. They Boon 
gavo up the attempt, however. Tho Eng- 
lish also onoe made a feeble effort to plant a 
colony upon It, bub the project was aban- 
doned after a short settlement. The re 
mains of these early settlements may still 
be soen upon the island. No one, however, 
has lived on Ib for more than a century. I 
explored the island thoroughly. It is about 
twenty-three miles long and two or throo 
miles wide. *j is on a rock foundation hut 
has a plateau on which there is abundant 
vogetation. A river of pure, fresh wasor 
runs through it. It has all the essential 
qualifications for supporting several hundred 
people. Great quantities of wild fowl 
make it their breeding place, and it is 
viBlted periodically by thousands of turtles, 
which dopoflit their eggs there. There is no 
reason why a people should not live there 
and be happy and contented."

Killed at fVelllngton. 

Wellington, July 25. —A terrible aool- 
dont occurred in No. 5 shaft of tho Welling- 
ton colliery yoatorday, by which a Russian 
Finn, Viator Hill by name, lost hia life be- 
neath aome loaded oars, whioh ran over hia 
body, breaking hia nook, besides inllioting 
other injuries, canslng almoBb Instantaneous 
death. Hill waa a young man and unmar- 
ried. 



INDIAN WAB. 

The Bannocks in Idaho Have Risen and Are 
Murdering Settlers— Great Alarm. 

Chicago, July 25. — A speoial from Po- 
catollo, Idaho, says : The Indian war haa 
broden out in earnest. Union Paclflo engi- 
neer Robert Fltzpatriok, who pulled the 
north-bound freight Into Pocatello on Tues- 
day night, oonflrmed tho report that the 
Bannock Indians killed a settler, his wife 
and child in the Salt river valley, and that 
the white men pursuing the Indians killed 
■ix of them before they esaapod to tho 
mountains. 

Mail Carrier Vail, who arrived at Mont- 
pelior from Star valley, also told the aamo 
story. Tho excitement among tho BettlerB 
in Northwest Wyoming over the threatened 
uprising of the Bannock and ShoBhono In- 
dians is growing more intense daily. They 
aro leaving their ranches in largo numbers 
and gathering at favored points for mutual 
protection in caae tho Indians return to 
sook vengaanco for the death of their brother 
braves. 

Tho atory of tho killing of throo whiteB 
and six Indiana is spreading alarm at a rapid 
rate. Innumerable ploaeuro parties havo 
given up oontempltvted trips Into tho moun- 
tain country, which abounds in aport of all 
kinds t his seaBon. Tho settlors, too, are 
becoming thoroughly aroused, and if they 
aro not aoon protected by government 
troops, thoy will take tho field In protection 
of their own homes and lives. It ia also 
stated that tho foraging Bannocks are seek- 
ing supplies of government rations forwarded 
by thoao remaining at the reservation, and 
that 700 Shoshone buokB from tho Wind 
river reservation have started to aid the 
Bannocks. Further nows from tho Indian 
country is anxiously awaited. 

A Constantinople dispatoh to tho Chroni- 
cle says that thoro has been a heavy fall in 
the funds on rumors of fighting in Mace- 
donia. No dotailB have bson rooelvod. 

Tho correspondent of the Standard at 
Borlm says that a bill is being prepared to 
placo all kinds of inauranca buainots under 
Imperial supervision. It is probable, I! it is 
adopted, that it will lead to tho creation of 
a speoial insuranco departmmtof tho Im- 
perial homo ofilco. 

Tho Timoa this morning publishes a 
column letter from Mr. Bertram Currie, 
president of tho Gold Standard Defense, 
and a member of tho firm of Glyn, Mills, 
Currio & Co., In reply to tho statements 
mado by Mr. Henry C. Gibbs, direotor of 
tho Bank of England and preBidont of tho 
British bimetallio leaguo, in tho Timea of 
July 13, controverting tho arguments made 
in tho manifflBto of the Gold Dofenao Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Currio says that in spite of 
th 3 time and labor spent in tho contro- 
versy the bimotallio loague ia still Bi ; .int M 
to the specific plan in which the bimetallio 
tho iry is to bo aided, aa to tho proposed 
ratio, as to tho methods of onforoing tho 
ratio or as to the oonBequenoes whioh would 
follow from its establishment. Summing 
up tho situation from thia standpoint, Mr. 
Currio aaya : " Tho bimotallista are on- 
thuslastio, ill-advised agitators instoad of 
praotioal reformora." 

A hoBtllo crowd mado a demonstration of 
protest against the occupation of tho island 
of Trinidad by the British in front of tho 
British consulate at Sao Paulo to day. Tho 
police patrols have beon inoroaaod on ac- 
count of similar demonstrations in Rio 
Janeiro.
